Henry H. Arnold, chief of 
the arm y air forces, told a senate 
m ilitary sub-com m ittee today the 
output of 
cargo-carrying 
planes 
was being stepped up in an all-out 
program . 
“We believe the piogram now de­ 
veloped represents an all-out ef- 
fo.t, taking into consideration the 
present status of 
tools, 
facilities 
and raw m aterials,” Arnold testi­ 
fied. 
‘ We believe it is possible to get 
more tools, facilities and raw m a­ 
terials, but they are not in sight a t 
present," he added. 
G eneral Arnold said the ratio of 
engine 
allotm ents 
to 
transport 
planes during the second half of 
this year would be 21 per cent of 
all inulti-englned bombers and 30 
per cent of all bombing planes with 
comparable 
range. 
In 
the 
first 
half of 1943. he 
said, 
the ratio 
would still be 21 per cent of the 
m ulti-engined bombers and 24 per 
cent of all bombers. This would be 
Stepped up in the second half of 
next year to 32 per cent of all the 
bomber output. 
He disclosed the 
arm y 
now 
is 
using some of its long range bomb­ 
ers for cargo transport work and 
said plans are under way to divert 
a certain percentage 
of 
bomber 
construction to long range cargo 
planes. 
“T hat,” he said, “is why we are 
not as worried as some people. We 
can always use bombers for carry­ 
ing cargo, but we cannot use cargo 
planes as bombers.”

.. . On The Guam Appropriation 


That W AS Voted OUT,

Dear Earl: 


I have in fro nt o f me yo ur 
registered letter o f July 29th in 
which yo u stated in effect that 
I was “ misinfo rmed” in making 
statements that yo u had, during 
yo ur term in Co ngress, vo ted 
ag ai n s t the fo rtificatio n o f 
Guam. I also have a co py o f a 
paid newspaper advertisement 
headed “ There Never Was a Bill 
To Fo rtify Guam Vo ted o n in 
Co ngress” and ending with the 
statement “ Do n’t be Fo o led” 
and signed with yo ur name. 


Evidently yo u are the o ne 
who • has 
b e e n 
“ misin­ 
fo rmed” and to substantiate 
this, I po int to the co ngres­ 
sio nal reco rd Vo l 84, Part 2, 
pages 1704 to 1843. 


In these pages, the entire 
tragic sto ry o f Guam is to ld. 
Substantially the sto ry is as fo l­ 
lo ws: 


It revo lves aro und H.R. No . 
4278 pursuant to Ho use Reso lu­ 
tio n No . 98, intro duced o n Feb. 
21, 1939, repo rted by the co m­ 
mittee o n naval affairs to “ pro ­ 
vide 12 aviatio n develo pments 
the co st o f which will no t exceed 
$52,000,000.” 


On February 22, the same 
year, the Ho use reso lved itself 
into the Co mmittee o f the Who le 
Ho use o n the state o f the Unio n 
fo r the further co nsideratio n o f 
the bill to autho rize the Secre­ 
tary o f the Navy to pro ceed with 
the co nstructio n o f certain pub­ 
lic wo rks and fo r o ther purpo ses. 
The mo tio n was agreed to unani­ 
mo usly, and, as a member o f the 
Ho use. YOU YOURSELF AU­ 
TOMATICALLY BECAME A 
MEMBER OF THAT COMMIT­ 
TEE. 


Included in this bill was an 
appro priatio n o f so me $5,000,- 
000 fo r the “ fo rtificatio n o f 
Guam.” The actual pro visio n in 
the appro priatio n was fo r the 
dredging o f the harbo r, co n­ 
structio n o f a breakwater, and 
building o f h an g ar s , tender 
bases, and g as o l i n e sto rage 
tanks fo r sea planes. 


All during the hearings, the 
appro priatio n was referred tc 
again and again as a “ measure 
fo r the fo rtificatio n o f Guam.” 
If yo u were in the Ho use, as a 
member o f this Co mmittee, and 
heard the testimo ny, as the 
peo ple 
yo u 
represented 
had 
every right to expect, yo u heard 
it to o . 


Yo u heard, if vm were 
there, Mr. Lewis, mo st o f 
the o ppo sitio n to the meas­ 
ure develo p o n the thesis 
that the develo pment, o r 
fo rtificatio n o f Guam har­ 
bo r, wo uld be a THREAT 
AGAINST T H E JAPAN­ 
ESE. 


Yo u also heard that the de­ 
velo pment o f the harbo r wo uld 
make it usable as a seaplane, 
base. These seaplanes to be used 
as a “ sco uting fo rce” to deter­ 
mine actio n o f enemy fleets. 


Yo u heard it said that 
pre-determinatio n o f enemy 
fleet actio n wo uld he o f im­ 
measurable value in the de­ 
fense o f Hawaii ami the 
Aleutian chain into Alaska 
fro m which every city in 
the United States co uld be 
bo mbed by an enemy air 
fo rce if captured. 


It’s all in the reco rd, Mr. 
Lewis, the testimo ny o f mo re 
than 70 o f vo ir co lleagues, so me 
fo r and so ^ic against the appro ­ 
priatio n. I can’t write it all here, 
but it is “ in the reco rd” if yo u 
care to review it 


But .when an amendment was 
o ffered to the bill to strike o ut 
the Guam appro priatio n, yo u 
vo ted YEA—in favo r o f striking 
o ut the Guam at pro priatio n. 


And yet yo n say “ There 
never was a bill to fo rtify 
Guam vo ted o n in Co n­ 
gress” Mr. Lewis? .Maybe 
•yo u just “ misundersto o d” 
the measure like Mr. Im- 
ho ff “ misundersto o d” the 
recent co ngressio nal pen­ 
sio n bill. 


But let’s go o n fro m there fo r 
a minute. 


Suppo se Guam harbo r hac 
been dredg'd and a seaplane 
base established. 
Suppo se that 
befo re the treachero us attack on 
Pearl Harbo r by Japan last De­ 
cember 7, the Japanese wo uld 
first have had to take Guam. Do 
yo u no t suppo se that the awful 
tragedy o f Pearl Harbo r might 
have been averted? 


In the testimo ny o n the meas- 
ure befo re the ho use, Co ngress­ 
man Mo tt o f Orego n said. 


“ We will be able fro m 
Guam to give o ur o wn 
fleet info rmatio n when an 
enemy fleet Is maneuvering 
. . . there are circumstances 
which yo u all can imagine 
wherein if we co uld ho ld up 
an attack o n Hawaii fo r 
even o ne day, the expendi­ 
ture at Guam wo uld be a 
tho usand times justified.” 


Well, Earl, the Guam measure 
was lo st. 
And o n December 7. 
the Japanese struck witho ut 
warning. 
Their plane carriers 
had by-passed Guam and an- 
nro ached the Hawaiian Islands 
Yo u kno w the rest o f the sto ry 
and the ho rrible result to o ur 
Pacific fleet, and to tho usands o f 
o ur so ldiers and sailo rs at Pear) 
Harbo r. 
It wasn’t until a week later 
that they returned to take a 
helpless and then useless Guam 


Of co urse I’ll admit that 
the hindsight is better than 
fo resight. 
It is difficult to 
say what might have hap- 
n*ned in the Pacific if we 
had had even 12 ho urs 
warning o f the impending 
Japanese attack. 


But that’s the sto ry, Earl. And 
no t a pretty o ne, either. That’s 
o ne o f the reaso ns why I want to 
go to Co ngress. 
A lo ng time 
ago , so mebo dy made a prett> 
go o d statement — “ Millio ns for 
defense but no t o ne cent for 
tribute.” I lo ve my co untry, as 
T am sure yo u do to o . And I’m 
interested in taking this defense 
business and war effo rt o ut of 
po litics. We are all o f us go ing 
to kno w the ho rro r o f this war 
befo re it is o ver. 
And so help 
me Go d, I intend to do all in mv 
Po wer to see that it NEVER 
HAPPENS AGAIN. The armed 
fo rces, which I served in 1918 
wo uldn’t even accept my appli­ 
catio n due to physical co nditio n, 
but I think i caI f help in Co n­ 
gress. That’s why I want to b€ 
elected.
